Netherlands 
wants to make 
suspects hand 
over passwords 

THE HAGUE (AFP) - The 
Dutch government said yester¬ 
day it plans to introduce a new 
law to force suspected terrorists 
and paedophiles to hand over 
computer passwords and pun¬ 
ish those who refuse to comply. 

"People suspected of having 
and trading in child pornogra¬ 
phy or terrorist activities will 
soon be compelled to work to¬ 
gether to open encrypted files 
on their computers," the Dutch 
justice ministry said. Mooted 
by Justice Minister Ivo Opstel- 
ten, the bill will be introduced 
in parliament in early 2013. 

The proposal comes after a 
paedophile called Robert M 
was sentenced to 18 years in jail 
earlier this year for abusing 
some 67 very young children. 

The enquiry against him was 
slowed up substantially when 
police battled to get access to 
his computer, which contained 
images of him abusing dozens 
of children that were then 
shown on the Internet. 

Dutch privacy laws forbid 
release of M’s full surname. 

"Encryption is on the rise 
among suspects — especially 
within child pornography net¬ 
works. Software is being used in 
which information is locked," the 
justice ministry said. 

Under current law, suspects 
cannot be asked to cooperate in 
an enquiry that may incriminate 
them or lead to their own con¬ 
viction. However, the idea to 
force a suspect to cooperate 
"was not inconsistent provided 
it’s done under strict condi¬ 
tions," the ministry added. 

The justice minister said he 
still needed to lay out the 
penalty for refusal to comply 
with a so-called "decryption 
mandate," but that he wanted it 
to be far heavier than the cur¬ 
rent three months imposed for 
refusal to comply with an offi¬ 
cial order.

Britain pressures Palestinians, 
Europe split on UN vote

Obama wants fiscal 
cliff deal by Christmas 
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LONDON (AFP) - Britain 
threatened Wednesday to ab¬ 
stain from a vote for enhanced 
Palestinian status at the United 
Nations unless the Palestinians 
commit to fresh talks with Is¬ 
rael, highlighting European di¬ 
visions on the vote. 

British Foreign Secretary 
William Hague said that in 
order to secure Britain’s vote at 
the UN General Assembly in 
New York today, the Palestini¬ 
ans would have to uncondi¬ 
tionally agree to negotiations 


WASHINGTON (AFP) - Two 
more Republican senators ex¬ 
pressed deep reservations 
Wednesday about voting to 
confirm UN envoy Susan Rice 
as US secretary of state with¬ 
out more answers about her 
role in the Benghazi affair. 

The embattled Rice met for 
a second straight day with Re¬ 
publican senators to try to mol¬ 
lify conservatives threatening 
to block her confirmation if 
President Barack Obama nom¬ 
inates her to replace Hillary 
Clinton. 

But Senator Susan Collins, 
a moderate from Maine, joined 
other Republicans who have 
sharply criticized Rice for por¬ 
traying the September 11 at¬ 
tack on the US mission in 
Libya as stemming from a 
protest against an anti-Islam 
film. 

"I continue to be troubled 
by the fact that the UN ambas¬ 
sador decided to play a politi¬ 
cal role at the height of a 
contentious presidential elec¬ 
tion campaign by agreeing to 
go on the Sunday shows to 
present the administration’s po¬ 
sition,” said Collins after her 


on a lasting two-state deal with 
Israel. 

France has led several Euro¬ 
pean countries in supporting 
the Palestinian bid for their 
UN status to be upgraded to 
that of a ’’non-member state”, 
which would win them new 
global recognition. 

Germany also said Wednes¬ 
day it would not vote in favour 
of the bid. 

Hague said to win Britain's 
vote, the Palestinians would 
also have to pledge not to sue 
Israel for war crimes through 
the International Criminal 
Court (ICC) and confirm that 
the UN resolution would not 
apply retroactively. 

He said the guarantees 
sought by Britain would "not 
be difficult to make” and could 
be made either in the text of 
the Palestinian resolution, or in 
accompanying statements. 

But it looked likely that 
Britain would abstain after a 
Palestinian official said there 
would be no changes to the 
resolution before the vote. 

Even without Britain's vote, 
the Palestinians are poised to 
win the backing of a majority 
of the General Assembly's 193 
member states, although they 
face strong opposition from 


hour-long meeting with Rice. 

Rice met separately with 
Senator Bob Corker, a Repub¬ 
lican from Tennessee who ex¬ 
pressed outrage at the US 
administration's actions before 
and after the attack. 

Rice steered clear of re¬ 
porters for a second straight 
day as she faced her critics on 
Capitol Hill. 

If it was a charm offensive, 
it may not have worked. 
Obama would need 60 votes in 
the Senate to over-ride Repub¬ 
lican blocking tactics. 

The Democrats will have 
55 senators in their camp when 
the new Congress convenes in 
early January, meaning that if 
Rice were to be confirmed, at 
least five Republicans would 
have to vote in her favor. 

Collins' remarks echoed 
those of her more conservative 
fellow Republican senators — 
John McCain, Lindsey Gra¬ 
ham and Kelly Ayotte — who 
met with Rice on Tuesday and 
expressed similar reservations. 

The controversy centers on 
Rice's remarks made on Sun¬ 
day talk shows five days after 
the assault on the US mission 


the United States and Israel. 

Along with France, Euro¬ 
pean supporters of the Pales¬ 
tinian upgrade include Spain, 
Norway, Denmark, Greece and 
Switzerland. 

Lithuania has said it will ab¬ 
stain on the vote, which would 
give the Palestinians the same 
diplomatic status at the UN as 
the Vatican. 

If the request is approved, it 
will give the Palestinians ac¬ 
cess to a range of UN agencies 
and also potentially to the ICC, 
where they could accuse Israel 
of war crimes. 

Hague called on the United 
States to do everything in its 
power to revive negotiations, 
which were frozen in Septem¬ 
ber 2010 when Israel refused a 
Palestinian demand to extend a 
moratorium on settlement 
building in the occupied terri¬ 
tories. 

He also called on Israel to be 
ready to re-enter talks, and 
urged its government to "avoid 
reacting in a way that damages 
the peace process” should the 
Palestinians win today's vote. 

The European Union has 
been striving for more than a 
year to adopt a united front on 
the Palestinians's UN status. 


in Benghazi, in which ambas¬ 
sador Chris Stevens and three 
other Americans were killed. 

Using talking points pro¬ 
vided by the Central Intelli¬ 
gence Agency, Rice said it was 
the government's "best assess¬ 
ment” that the assault appeared 
to have started with a "sponta¬ 
neous” reaction against an am¬ 
ateur anti-Muslim video. 

In a statement after Tues¬ 
day's meeting, Rice admitted 
for the first time that the intel¬ 
ligence community's talking 
points "were incorrect in a key 
respect: there was no protest or 
demonstration in Benghazi.” 

Collins acknowledged that 
Rice "made those conflicting 
assertions (when) there was 
conflicting evidence, that is 
true.” But the senator said that 
others, including Libyan Pres¬ 
ident Mohamed al-Megaryef, 
knew early on that the attack 
was a pre-meditated act of ter¬ 
ror. 

After meeting Rice, Corker 
insisted he would give her "a 
full hearing” if she is nomi¬ 
nated, but he appeared to sug¬ 
gest that he, too, would prefer 
another nominee. 


WASHINGTON (AFP) - US 
President Barack Obama on 
Wednesday called for a deal 
with Republicans before 
Christmas on averting a tax 
and deficit crunch that it is 
feared could pitch the econ¬ 
omy into recession. 

Obama gathered middle 
class families at the White 
House to up his campaign for 
Republicans to join Democrats 
in Congress to pass an exten¬ 
sion to tax cuts for most Amer¬ 
icans, while bowing to his 
pressure to raise rates on top 
earners. 

"I want to make sure every¬ 
body understands this debate is 
not just about numbers. It's a 
set of major decisions that are 
going to affect millions of fam¬ 
ilies all across this country in 
very significant ways,” Obama 
said. 

"I believe that both parties 
can agree on a framework that 
does that in the coming weeks. 
In fact, my hope is to get this 
done before Christmas.” 

If there is no agreement be¬ 
fore the end of the year, taxes 
on all Americans will rise, rais¬ 
ing the prospect of a sudden 
draining of consumer spending 
and fears that the still fragile 
economy could be thrown back 
into recession. 

Obama also called on 
Americans to mobilize to sup¬ 
port his position, just weeks 
after his re-election triumph, 
by posting on Facebook and 
sending tweets marked with 
the hashtag #My2K. 


"Tell members of Congress 
what a $2,000 tax hike would 
mean to you,” he said. 

Obama was later to huddle 
with top CEOs at the White 
House, including Lloyd Blank- 
fein, CEO of investment giant 
Goldman Sachs, and Yahoo! 
chief executive Marissa Mayer, 
as part of his campaign for a 
debt and deficit deal. 

On Friday, he will crank up 
pressure on Republicans even 
more by making a campaign- 
style trip to a manufacturing 
business in Pennsylvania. 

The year-end deadline is the 
result of legislation passed 
when Republicans and Democ¬ 
rats failed to reach a previous 
long-term deficit and budget 
deal, and was meant to concen¬ 
trate minds of lawmakers and 
spur compromise. 

Obama campaigned on a 
platform of raising taxes on in¬ 
dividuals who make more than 
$200,000 per year and families 
that rake in more than 
$250,000, as a way of raising 
extra revenue to tame the 
deficit. 

Republicans insist that rais¬ 
ing taxes on the wealthy would 
be counter-productive, would 
hurt small business owners, 
and would slow economic 
growth and dampen job cre¬ 
ation. 

The parties are also feuding 
about where to cut expendi¬ 
tures, with some Republicans 
opposed to any trimming of the 
military budget and Democrats 
guarding social safety net enti¬ 
tlement programs.

BP banned from US government contracts 


Venezuelan millionaire, 
minister elected US mayor 


MIAMI (AFP) - A Venezue¬ 
lan-born millionaire and evan¬ 
gelical minister was elected 
mayor of the town of Doral, a 
suburb of Miami, Florida, after 
a run-off vote following the 
November 6 election, officials 
said. 

Luigi Boria, 54, defeated 
rival Frank Bolanos with 55 
percent of the vote, according 
to official results out late Tues¬ 
day. 

Boria is a minister at the 
Alpha & Omega church in 
southwest Miami. Bom Catho¬ 
lic, he became an evangelical 
after recovering from hepatitis. 

Boria made his fortune 
through his company, TWC 
The Wise Computer, which he 
opened in Doral in 1989. He 
was elected to the Doral city 
council in 2010. 


Doral has seen its popula¬ 
tion of Venezuelan immigrants 
climb so dramatically since 
2000 that locals have nick¬ 
named it ’’Doralzuela.” 

According to US census 
figures, the Venezuelan-born 
population in the United States 
has increased 135 percent in 
ten years, reaching 215,000 in 
2010. The increase coincides 
with the rise of leftist Hugo 
Chavez, Venezuela’s president 
since 1999. 

Most Venezuelans live in 
southern Florida, especially 
the Miami area. 

Community leaders say 
they want to replicate the po¬ 
litical success of Cuban-Amer¬ 
icans, many of whom who 
arrived as exiles fleeing the 
Castro regime and actively en¬ 
tered US politics.

WASHINGTON (AFP) - Bri¬ 
tish oil giant BP was banned 
from winning new US govern¬ 
ment contracts yesterday after 
agreeing to plead guilty to 
criminal charges in the deadly 
2010 Gulf of Mexico oil spill 
disaster. 

The decision was an¬ 
nounced hours before two BP 
supervisors were set to make 


their first court appearance on 
manslaughter charges for their 
failure to prevent the deadly 
blast on the Deepwater Hori¬ 
zon drilling rig. 

A former BP executive 
charged with obstruction of 
justice for lying about how 
much oil was gushing out of 
the runaway well also ap¬ 
peared in the New Orleans fe¬ 


deral court yesterday. 

Two weeks after agreeing 
to pay $4.5 billion to settle 
criminal charges in the case, 
the US Environmental Protec¬ 
tion Agency ordered BP ’’tem¬ 
porarily” blocked from obtai¬ 
ning new contracts until it can 
prove it meets US government 
business standards. 
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R io de Janeiro* Brazil- 
-Warm rays of sunshine 
highlight the splendor and 
color of the famous statue of the 
Christ the Redeemer high on top 
of the Corcovado Hill in Rio de 
Janeiro as the day comes to an end* 
Crown Prince Willem-AIexander 
and Princess Maxima walk over 
the world famed Copacabana Bou¬ 
levard with a big smile with next to 
them Aruba’s Prime Minister Mike 
Eman, They are representatives of 
the Dutch Kingdom economic mis¬ 
sion to Brazil which took place last 
week. Businesspeople and press 
who joined the delegation await 
them at Rio’s splendid beach, the 
world famous Copacabana. 

Prime Minister Eman most cer¬ 
tainly did his part, representing 
Aruba in a way that made the 
small island shine in all its splen¬ 
dor in the immense Brazil* Eman 
made the Kingdom reach further 
than Europe and brought it to the 
entrance of South America. His 
efforts drew much appreciation 
from the Dutch Royal family that 
continuously has supported Aruba 
and has highlighted the country in 
their presentations. 

Thankful for this support, a smil¬ 
ing Eman accompanies the Royal 
couple up to the final event. But 
for Eman this is not the end of the 
mission* There are many reasons 
to celebrate the good work and 
hear the appreciative words at the 
reception at the end of the mission. 
Eman decides it is high time to 
comply with a personal priority: 
visit a slum, locally called a favela, 
in Rio. The Prime Minister, a man 
that has loves people wherever 
they live, wants to meet with those 
that were part of his presentations 
and in his heart all week. 


Convinced that the success and 
economic growth of a country 
should translate itself in a better 
quality of life and opportunities 
for everyone, especially those that 
face misery and hardship, Eman 
had pre-arranged a visit of himself 
and two Aruba journalists. Nelson 
“Speed” Andrade and Marko Es¬ 
pinoza to the Morro de Babylonia 
slum, or the City on the Hill, lo¬ 
cated on the nearby hills just five 
minutes from the glamorous Copa¬ 
cabana. The Prime Minister hadn’t 
told officials that he would be part 
of the visit because that would have 
complicated his personal mission 
for protocol and security reasons 
considering the high profile of the 
Kingdom delegation* 

Those who are familiar with the 
Prime Minister’s stance on neigh¬ 
borhood and poverty themes, 
know that no big brother, friends 
or officials can change his mind on 
this issue. His visit to Haiti after 
the big earthquake in January 2010 
is proof of that. Then Dutch Prime 
Minister Jan Peter Balkenende and 
Defense Minister Eimert van Mid- 
delkoop deemed a visit to Haiti too 
risky, but Eman wanted to show his 
solidarity and a few hours after the 
quake he went to Port-au-Prince to 
assist the Dutch Consul General 
with his relief mission. 

Undercover Prime Minister 

With the same determination, 
Eman leaves the reception after a 
while, without drawing much at¬ 
tention, and departs for the City on 
the Hill. Awaiting the "undercover 
Prime Minister’ and the journal¬ 
ists is Edson Alves, a youngster 
who is born and bred in the slum* 
Police officers escort the Aruban 
delegation to the bottom of the 


hill, not knowing that the Prime 
Minister is part of the small group, 
and leave the three Arubans with 
Alves* Together with Alves, who is 
also under the impression that he 
is dealing with three journalists, 
the group starts the ascent on the 
steep stairs to the slum* 

It soon dawns on the Aruban 
guests that the shimmer and hap¬ 
piness down at the Copacabana 
Beach is not the only face of 
Brazil. Though not obvious to ev¬ 
eryone, Rio de Janeiro does have 


realize that a Prime Minister is 
among his guests. He is surprised 
and a bit shocked at first, but after 
recovering, the young man, still 
a bit nervous, and his delegation 
continue their walk. Proudly he 
introduces Eman to everybody 
along the way* „The Prime Minis¬ 
ter wants to get to know us”. Eman 
is struck by the poverty, but as the 
ever optimist he decides to remain 
positive, convinced that change is 
always possible and that one day 
these people would also share in 


slum and the general developments 
in the neighborhood. He listens at¬ 
tentively to the answers of Alves, 
the guide who also sees himself as 
a peacemaker. He wants to bring 
change to the slum. He explains 
that until a few years ago, before 
the government programs started, 
the slum was considered a no-go 
area. Basic services like water, 
current and sewage lines were not 
present. The official reason was 
that the slum areas were hard to 
reach because of their high loca¬ 
tion. The criminal gangs were an¬ 
other reason for authorities to stay 
away* But with the implementation 
of a series of projects, things are 
slowly starting to improve, says 
Alves* 

According to the guide, people 
on the outside generally have a 
bad impression of slum residents. 
„They think that everyone here is a 
drug dealer or a criminal, but that 
is not true”. Just like in every com¬ 
munity in the world, people are 


great poverty* Slums or favelas, 
and massive neighborhoods of 
marginalized people cover the 
borders of the city, housing a popu¬ 
lation of which more than one third 
has no or very little education, 
where people live in misery with 
hardly any sanitary facilities in 
place* Constant violence and drug 
dealing gangs dominate the streets. 
It doesn’t take long for Alves to 


the economic growth of the sev¬ 
enth largest country in the world. 

High fives 

Soon, the Prime Minister is hug¬ 
ging people and greeting children 
with high fives and "hoops’ or 
"bunks’, as he always does when 
visiting the districts on his island* 
He bombards Alves with questions 
about his family, his life in the 


looking for opportunities to create 
a better life for themselves and 
their families, a chance to attend 
university, to get a better job and 
a higher salary. The government 
projects has created opportunities 
for people like Alves who decided 
he wanted to be a tour guide, to 
show people his neighborhood and 
tell of the improvements that were 
being realized.

Less violence 

Security in the favela has greatly 
improved. There are fewer vio¬ 
lent confrontations between the 
gangs and police. These shootings 
always claimed a lot of lives in 
the slum, many of them innocent 
victims* The violence is gradually 
decreasing now that government 
is dedicating attention to some 
slums. Daily things like walking 
to school or work are less risky 
than before* Children are even 
starting to play on the streets 
which until now were dominated 
by drug dealers* Despite the im¬ 
provements, many residents would 
leave if they had the chance* Not 
Alves. „With this change, we can 
help youngsters who are lost to get 
back on the right track. They see 
that I am a good person. They need 
role models. When people like me 
leave, they no longer have a good 
example* We have to show them 
that studying, learning a trade is 
important. I want to teach people 
positive things” 

The delegation walks from house 
to house* Eman talks to people, 
encouraging them to stay posi¬ 
tive and not to give up hope. His 
message: if government is start¬ 
ing to help, grasp the opportunity 
and work with them. The Prime 
Minister explains that in Aruba 


too government is improving 
poor districts that were neglected 
for a long time. Using the several 
single mothers that they encoun¬ 
ter along the way as an example, 
Eman says that his government 
puts a lot of emphasis on helping 
disadvantaged people. He explains 
Aruba’s social welfare system to 
Alves and says that government 
has increased the social assistance, 
the so-called onderstand by 25 
percent* 

Social programs 

Looking at the many children 
in the Babylonia slum, Eman 
elucidates on Aruba’s new social 
programs to help children from 
needy families. He tells Alves of 
the children’s allowance that was 
introduced to assist families with 
a monthly amount of US $110 per 
child. A single mother in Aruba 
with two children now receives 
US $750 per month in social aid, 
whereas in the past she only got US 
$330 from government. Not only 
people without a job have it dif¬ 
ficult, says Eman. Also those with 
a minimum salary and the elderly 
having to live on a government 
pension are facing hard times back 
home, he says. The Government of 
Aruba has come to their aid with 
a repair allowance for minimum 
wage earners and pensioners. 


Alves asks about youngsters in 
Aruba as he is especially worried 
about the fate of young people in 
his neighborhood* He fears that 
help of the Brazilian government 
is too late for this group that has 
ended up on the streets and on the 
wrong track* ,,They are the danger 
of tomorrow, for themselves, their 
family and the entire neighbor¬ 
hood”, he says. Alves introduces 
some of these youngsters to Eman* 
The Prime Minister gives them a 
‘bunks’ and a smile emerges on 
their face. As they continue their 
walk, Eman tells Alves of the ‘Pin- 
ta Bo Bario’ (Paint YourNeighbor- 
hood) program that his govern¬ 
ment introduced to renovate the 
districts. The program provides 
the opportunity for youngsters to 
work in their own neighborhood* 
They have an income, a sense of 
being valued and also gain work¬ 
ing experience. He explains about 
the Social Formation project for 
youngsters as well. 

Nervous authorities 

After a while, local authorities find 
out that Aruba’s Prime Minister is 
walking through the slum without 
their permission* Alves receives 
phone call after phone call asking 
him to bring Eman back down the 
stairs as they were worried for 


the latter’s safety. Alves laughs. 
He obviously enjoys the nervous¬ 
ness of the authorities* The Prime 
Minister ignores the concerns and 
starts to go higher up to see more 
of the slum. They encounter some 
of Alves’ family members. Alves 
says that maybe in his explana¬ 
tion to the Prime Minister he has 
focused too much on the difficult 
material aspects in his neighbor¬ 
hood* He proudly adds that for 
him the love and compassion that 
exists in his neighborhood are so 
important to him that he would 
never leave* He shows Eman the 
small house that he is building. 
Together with his neighbors, they 
have carried every single block up 
the steep hill* The Prime Minister 
replies that he is a great believer in 


love, compassion, in doing things 
together. He tells Alves to keep 
up the good faith and not to ever 
give up. 

Eman wants to continue talk to 
Alves about the pannabol matches 
in the Aruba neighborhoods, the 
local cinema nights and the clean¬ 
ing of the districts, but authorities 
are now telling Alves in a more 
forceful way that the Prime Min¬ 
ister must come down now. Once 
down, Eman and Alves say good¬ 
bye as good friends, with a big hug 
as if they have known each other 
for years*

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Cliff worries spread as manufacturing slows 


WASHINGTON (AFP) - Busi¬ 
nesses around the country are 
increasingly worried about the 
looming fiscal cliff, the Fed¬ 
eral Reserve said yesterday in 
its Beige Book survey of re¬ 
gional economies. 

While consumer spending 
has picked up pace in recent 
weeks, manufacturing has 
fallen off, the Fed said, with 
business owners expressing 
worries about the sharp tax 
hikes and spending cuts that 
could hit them if Washington 
cannot agree on new legisla¬ 
tion to avert the cliff 

The Fed said that nine of its 
12 districts reported modest or 
better economic growth in the 
weeks since its October 10 re¬ 
port. 

The New York region was 
weaker due to disruptions from 
the superstorm Sandy that shut 
the city and surrounding areas

down at the end of October, 
Growth was also weaker in the 
Boston and Philadelphia re¬ 
gions, both affected to a lesser 
extent by Sandy. 

Across most of the regions, 
businesses surveyed expressed 
increasing worries about the 
looming deficit-slashing poli¬ 
cies of the cliff, which will hit 
from January 1 if Democrats 
and Republicans in Washing¬ 
ton cannot negotiate a less 
harsh plan for reducing the 
deficit. 


"Manufacturing contacts 
from five of the twelve dis¬ 
tricts expressed concern about 
the outlook for 2013, in part, 
due to the uncertainty regard¬ 
ing the outcome of the fiscal 
cliff," the report said. 

"Many of our contacts are 
expecting a slight weakening in 
business activity during the 
next few months due to sea¬ 
sonal factors and uncertainty 
surrounding the outcome of the 
fiscal cliff," the Fed's Cleve¬ 
land regional branch reported. 



Singapore’s economy and financial system have been 
resilient through the global financial crisis but there are 
some risks , the Monetary Authority of Singapore (MAS) 
said in its latest Financial Stability Review yesterday. 
Growth has slowed markedly but is still expected to be 
positive this year and the next The Singapore banking 
system’s funding profiles and asset quality have re¬ 
mained sound, and local banking groups continue to be 
well capitalised.

Bankia cuts 6,000 jobs in 
Spain bank shakeup 


MADRID (AFP) - The rescue 
of Spain's crippled banks took 
a big step forward yesterday 
when Brussels gave a green 
light for a big slice of rescue 
aid in a crisis shake-up that 
Bankia said would cost it 
6,000 jobs. 

European banking stocks 
plunged after the announce¬ 
ment by Bankia, the giant that 
sparked a 100-billion-euro 
bailout for Spain's banks by the 
eurozone, but the world's 
emergency lender the IMF said 
the sector overhaul was "on 
track". 

The Bank of Spain mean¬ 
while said the country ap¬ 
peared stuck in a job-killing 
recession in the fourth quarter, 
four years after the collapse of 
the real estate boom that 
brought low banks and the 
broader economy. 

The European Commission 
cleared the restructuring of 
four Spanish banks — Bankia, 
Novagalicia, CatalunyaCaixa 
and Banco de Valencia — 
paving the way for Spain to re¬ 
ceive 37 billion euros ($48 bil¬ 
lion) of aid next month. 

The Spanish government 


had stepped in to save Bankia 
with a 20-billion-euro bailout 
in May, and soon had to seek 
the rescue line of up to 100 bil¬ 
lion euros from its eurozone 
partners as the whole sector 
wobbled. 

The Commission said the 
restructuring of the four banks 
"will allow them to become vi¬ 
able in the long-term without 
continued state support". 

As part of the plan, Banco 
de Valencia will be sold and in¬ 
tegrated into CaixaBank. The 
other three will see their bal¬ 
ance sheets shrink by more 
than 60 percent by 2017 com¬ 
pared with 2010. 

Bankia is set to get 18 bil¬ 
lion euros of the latest funds. 
NovaGalicia will get 5.5 bil¬ 
lion euros of the payment, 
CatalunyaCaixa 9.0 billion 
euros and Banco de Valencia 
4.5 billion euros. 

Combined with previous 
aid from the Spanish govern¬ 
ment, Bankia will have re¬ 
ceived about 36 billion euros, 
NovaGalicia 10 billion, 
CatalunyaCaixa 14 billion and 
Banca de Valencia 7.0 billion - 
- 67 billion euros in all.

What's eating the sea butterfly? 
C02, study says 



PARIS (AFP) - Rising acidity is eating away the shells of 
tiny snails, known as "sea butterflies", that live in the 
seas around Antarctica, leaving them vulnerable to pred¬ 
ators and disease, scientists said. The study presents 
rare evidence of living creatures suffering the results of 
ocean acidification caused by rising carbon dioxide lev¬ 
els from fossil fuel burning, the British Antarctic Survey 
said in a statement. The tiny snail, named for two wing¬ 
like appendices, does not necessarily die as a result of 
losing its shell, but it becomes an easier target for fish 
and bird predators, as well as infection.

- The People’s Daily, the official newspaper of the Chi¬ 
nese Communist Party, appears to have been fooled by 
the Onion, a satirical U.S. newspaper and website. The 
People’s Daily, a very non-satirical paper with a self-re- 
ported circulation of 2.4 million readers, is trumpeting 
the Onion’s announcement that it has selected North Ko¬ 
rean dictator Kim Jong Eun as the “sexiest man alive” 
in 2012. The People’s Daily report includes dozens of 
photos of steely-eyed Kim alongside quotes from the 
Onion’s clearly unserious declaration that “this Py¬ 
ongyang-bred heartthrob is every woman’s dream come 
true.” The state-run newspaper reproduces almost the 
entire Onion article, apparently unaware that it’s a joke 
meant to mock, rather than celebrate, this Chinese ally.

LIMA (AFP) - The head of a 
Peruvian maximum security 
prison was fired after video 
footage showed jubilant in¬ 
mates drinking and dancing to 
live music with outside guests 
in a prison patio. 

The party was to celebrate the 
birthday of Julio Rubio Roldan, 
who is serving time at the 
Miguel Castro Castro prison, ac¬ 
cording to America TV. 

The video shows guests, in¬ 
cluding women and children, 
dancing and mingling with the 
inmates. Two cumbia bands 
equipped with electronic key¬ 
boards, drums and concert¬ 
sized speakers provide the live 
music. 

Rubio dances, laughs, 
drinks whiskey, takes a phone 
call and accepts a birthday 
cake in the video. The crowd 
sings along when one of the 
bands plays "Happy Birth¬ 
day." 

Castro Castro prison war¬ 
den Jose Luis Mendoza and 
all of the guards on duty the 
day of the party were fired, 
said Julio Magan, head of 
Peru's prison system. 

"These are corrupt, mafia- 
type personnel," Magan said. 
"This is a scandal that we are 
not going to allow." 

The inmates involved in or¬ 
ganizing the party were also 
transferred to other prisons, 
Magan said. 

A furious Prime Minister 
Juan Jimenez said he expected 
"more drastic sanctions," in¬ 
cluding criminal charges 
against the prison staff for al¬ 
lowing the party. 


Hit US TV show 'cursed,' 
says former star Sheen 


LOS ANGELES (AFP) - 
Perennially troubled US actor 
Charlie Sheen said that hit TV 
series "Two and a Half Men," 
on which he starred for years, 
is "cursed," after one of its 
stars called the show "filth". 

Sheen, who was sacked 
from the comedy show last 
year following his own public 
meltdown, was speaking as the 
show's producers remained 
tight-lipped about how they 
will deal with the outburst by 
actor Angus T. Jones. 

"With Angus's Hale-Bopp- 
like meltdown, it is radically 
clear to me that the show is 
cursed," Sheen told celebrity 
bible People magazine, refer¬ 
ring to the fiery comet. 

Nineteen-year-old Jones, 
who reportedly earns $350,000 
an episode playing the charac¬ 
ter Jake in the show now star¬ 
ring Ashton Kutcher, attacked 
the program after apparently 


undergoing a religious revela¬ 
tion. 

"If you watch 'Two and a 
Half Men,' please stop watch¬ 
ing it.' I'm on 'Two and a Half 
Men,' and I don't want to be on 
it," he said in a video posted 
by the Forerunner Christian 
Church on YouTube. 

Jones signed up for a new 
one-year contract in May for 
the show — from which Sheen 
was sacked after he gave a se¬ 
ries of increasingly erratic and 
explosive interviews about the 
show's producer, Chuck 
Lorre.Sheen — who portrayed 
hedonistic jingle writer Char¬ 
lie Harper — was replaced by 
Kutcher on the top-rated com¬ 
edy series, which has been a 
hit since it was launched in 
2003. 

The show's makers have so 
far declined to comment pub¬ 
licly on the young actor's out¬ 
burst.

SAN JUAN (AFP) - Hundreds of Puerto Ricans filed into a 
sports arena Tuesday to pay their last respects to Hector 
"Macho" Camacho, with fellow ex-boxers calling him a 
source of great pride for their island territory. Tuesday's 
wake was attended by government officials and a host of 
people from the boxing world -- fight officials as well as 
more than 20 former world champions. "Each and every 
one of us, the world champions, feel proud of what Cama¬ 
cho did for boxing, because not only was he was one of 
the best fighters ever to come from this island, but also of 
the world's best," said Puerto Rican boxing great Felix 
"Tito" Trinidad. 


Football: Messi favourite 
for record fourth Ballon 
d'Or 


PARIS (AFP) - Barcelona su¬ 
perstar Lionel Messi will dis¬ 
cover who his rivals are for 
this year's Ballon d'Or today 
when FIFA and France Foot¬ 
ball announce the three final¬ 
ists for the prestigious award in 
Sao Paulo. 

Argentine Messi appears 
the overwhelming favourite 
for the honour and should he 
be crowned, he would become 
the first player to win the 
award four times having al¬ 
ready joined French legend 
Michel Platini as the only 
other player to triumph on 
three consecutive occasions. 

In normal circumstances, 
Cristiano Ronaldo's haul of 46 
goals in La Liga last season — 
only surpassed by Messi's as¬ 
tonishing 50 — would likely 
have placed him in pole posi¬ 
tion, but Messi's record-break¬ 
ing feats have left the 
Portuguese talisman in his 
shadow. 

Messi's brace in Barca's 4-0 
win at Levante on Sunday 
lifted him onto 82 goals for the 
season, just three short of Gerd 
Mueller's all-time calendar 
record of 85 set in 1972. 

The 25-year-old also drew 


level with Ruud van Nistel- 
rooy as the second-highest 
scorer in Champions League 
history with 56 goals last 
week, trailing only former 
Real Madrid and Schalke 
striker Raul's tally of 71. 

Unsurprisingly, Messi has 
the backing of Barca teammate 
Gerard Pique — one of eight 
Spaniards on the 23-man 
shortlist. 

"I respect those who believe 
that Cristiano Ronaldo de¬ 
serves the Ballon d'Or, but I 
live with Leo, he is an alien, 
and Cristiano is the best of the 
humans," reasoned the 
Barcelona defender. 

With Ronaldo, who guided 
his country to the semi-finals 
of Euro 2012 only for Portugal 
to lose to their Iberian neigh¬ 
bours Spain on penalties, also 
assured of making the cut, the 
identity of the third nominee 
will arguably be today's most 
intriguing revelation. 


Football: Bayern open 10-point gap 
with win at Freiburg

BERLIN (AFP) - Bayern Mu¬ 
nich opened a 10-point gap at 
the top of the German league 
on Wednesday with a 2-0 vic¬ 
tory at Freiburg ahead of their 
key Bundesliga clash at home 
to champions Borussia Dort¬ 
mund this weekend. 

Victory at 10-man Freiburg 
means Munich extended their 


lead by two points as the chas¬ 
ing pack lost ground. 

Bayern took the lead after 
only 12 minutes when Ger¬ 
many star Mueller slotted 
home a penalty after Freiburg 
defender Oliver Sorg's hand¬ 
ball. 

The hosts were then re¬ 
duced to 10 men moments 
later when Senegal defender 
Fallou Diagne was shown a 
straight red when he brought 
down Swiss midfielder Xher- 
dan Shaqiri with only the 
goalkeeper to beat. 

With Dortmund looming, 
Bayern coach Jupp Heynckes 
made four changes in the sec¬ 
ond-half, including taking off 
striker Mario Gomez, and 
Munich made sure of the three 
points when Anatoliy Ty- 
moschuk netted their second 
on 79 minutes. 

Bayer Leverkusen took 
Dortmund's place in second 
spot after their 4-1 win at 
Werder Bremen to claim their 
fourth win in their last five 
league games. 

Ex-Germany midfielder 
Gonzalo Castro scored the 
first two goals for Leverkusen 
before Nils Petersen pulled 
one back for Bremen with a 
54th-minute header. 

Leverkusen made sure of 
the three points when captain 
Simon Rolfes drilled home his 
shot on 74 minutes and five 
minutes later midfielder Jens 


Hegeler grabbed their fourth. 

Borussia Moenchenglad- 
bach are up to ninth after their 
2-0 win at home to VfL Wolfs¬ 
burg while VfB Stuttgart 
earned a 2-1 win at home to 
bottom side Augsburg. 

On Tuesday, Dortmund 
conceded a late equaliser to 
draw 1-1 at home to 10-man 
Fortuna Duesseldorf as Stefan 
Reisinger put the guests level 
on 78 minutes after Poland 
captain Jakub Blaszczykowski 
had scored for Dortmund on 
43 minutes. 

Schalke suffered a 3-1 de¬ 
feat at Hamburg to drop to 
fourth in the league, while 
Frankfurt are down to fifth 
after their 3-1 defeat at home 
to Mainz.

Baseball: Bonds, Clemens head Hall of Fame 
ballot

NEW YORK(AFP) - Major 
League Baseball’s so-called 
’’steroid era” is sure to come 
under renewed scrutiny as 
Hall of Fame voters consider 
a 2013 ballot that includes 
Barry Bonds, Roger Clemens 
and Sammy Sosa. 

Former Giants slugger 
Bonds is baseball’s all-time 
home run leader with 762 
over 22 seasons and also set 
the single-season mark for 
homers with 73 in 2001. 

Clemens is a seven-time 
Cy Young award-winning 


pitcher, while Sosa hit 609 
homers in his career. 

Hall of Fame voters will 
now have to weigh whether 
doping allegations that 
tainted their achievements 
should keep them out of the 
shrine. 

Bonds was sentenced to 30 
days of house arrest and two 
years of probation for giving 
misleading testimony in con¬ 
nection with the BALCO 
steroid disbribution probe, a 
conviction he later appealed. 

While he was convicted of 


obstruction of justice, jurors 
deadlocked on three other 
perjury charges against him. 

Bonds’ personal trainer 
Greg Anderson pleaded 
guilty to steroid distribution 
charges stemming from his 
involvement with BALCO. 



Roger Clemens 


Clemens was acquitted on 
charges of perjury, making 
false statements and obstruct¬ 
ing Congress for denying in 



Mark McGwire 


testimony before lawmakers 
that he took performance-en¬ 
hancing drugs. 

Mark McGwire who in 
1998 became the first player 
to hit 70 homers in a season, 
is on the ballot again, but so 
far his fate in the balloting 
appears to reflect a reluctance 
to enshrine players linked to 
doping. 

McGwire, who admitted in 
2010 that he had used 
steroids during his career, has 
never received as much as 25 


percent in six appearances on 
the ballot. 

Players may stay on the 
ballot for up to 15 years pro¬ 
vided they receive 5 percent 
of the vote each year. 

Rafael Palmeiro, among 
only four players with 500 
home runs and 3,000 hits in 
his career, was suspended 10 
days in 2005 after a positive 
drugs test. He returns to the 
ballot after twice failing to 
gain election.
